My dear husband, I ber of you this 
one thing—don't sell our .furniture 
cheap, and be goo@ to my parents. 
Farewell, my dear husband. I have 
gone to a better world. I am your 
loving wife, 

MARIA SCHAEFFER. 

Without pausing to read the second 
note, Schaeffer ran next door to notify 
the Seidiers.. They had not observed the 
escaping g3s, and knew nothing of their 
daughter’s fate. In her note to them 
she said: 

My Dear Parents: I hope you will 
pardon me fer what I have done. 
I could not help it. The secret of 
my: deed I will take. with me into 
the grave. Don’t feel sad about my 
deed, and forget me soon. It was 
destined that I should do this. I beg 
of you, dear parents, don’t be angry 
with Louls. It Was not his fault. 
Be good to him when I am gone. 
I beg you to grant this last request. 
Dear parents, wreath and ‘veil I have 
put where you can find them. Dress 
me for the second time as a bride. 
“The second time, I believe, will be 
a happier bride than the first time. 
Farewell till we meet in a_ better 
world. Your daughter, MARIA. 
Both Schaeffer and the parents of the 

young woman say they have no idea 
what secret sorrow urged Oe. on to 
self-destruction.

Three. St... Louis’-Priests: See 
Heavenly Wonder. From 
Their:Observatoriés: -- 
Halléy’s. comet. was visible to the 
naked eye in’ St. Louis for nearly an 
hour Wednesday morning. - Its tail wast 
long and fan-like. 

The comet was observed *e the Rev 
Father Martin S. Brennan and by Prof. 
Wilezewski of St. Louis University, who, 
with Prof. Cloud of the same institu- 
tion, was the first te see the comet: wih 
the naked eye in St. Louts. — 

Father Brennan observed the comet 
from 3:20 a. m. to 4:10 a. m. Prof. Wilc- 
zewski observed it with. the naked. eye 
from 3:34. a. m. until 4:28 a. m. » This 
is the longest recorded time that any- 
one. has. yet observed ti.2 comet with 
the naked eye. 

As a matter of fact, the comet really 


was observéd for more than an hour in 


St. Louis Wednesday, though by two 
different men looking at it from differ- 
ent places. From the time Father Bren- 
nan first perceived it, at 3:20 a. m.,

4:23 a. m., Was an hour and eight min-

But 
Tobin took his luck good-naturedly, ac- 
cepting the pleasure of exploring China- 
town as part payment. 

Two Aid Census Taker. 

Chinatown’s census was taken with 
the aid of Jeu Hon Yee, a court inter- 
preter, and Patrolman Charlies Guynn, 
Central District. The latter was assigned 
as bodyguard to the interpreter, who re- 
fused to make the trip without protec- 
tion. Jeu fears the Highbinders and 
other fraternal tongs, because in his ca- 
pacity as interpreter he often has to 
tell things his Celestial friends are 
averse to having known. In this way 
he has earned the enmity of some and 
he did net care to court corporal pun- 
ishment. 

Chinatown as revealed to the census 
man and a Post-Dispatch reporter is 
not the glorious place the authors of 
melodramas would have us believe. 

Low, dark and unventilated rooms 
form the Chinese haven and as aid 
to the gloom, if there be a window 
to an apartment, it is never washed. 
Caked dust invariably spreads itself 
over Chinese window panes, serving 
as a barrier to the sun’s rays. 


Residents Remain Out of Sight. 
While there were, perhaps, one 


hundred and fifty Chinese about Hop 
Alley, which extends from Seventh 
to Ninth street, between Market and 
Walnut streets, that figure does not 
represent the population there. In 
most of the houses, which were for- 
merly Opium dens, testified to by the 
bunks and “dope” layouts therein, a 
single Chinese appeared. 

“Me alee lone,” was the invariable 
reply from the speaker. ‘ 

Chinese are very sécretive, Interpreter 
Yee explained,: and rarely tell much of 
their business. 

Most of them in St. Louis ‘maintain 
quarters in and about Hop Alley, but 
work about the city in laundries.. On 
Sunday afternoons it is customary for 
many to visit the aley to smoke, play 
fantan and indulge in the offerings of 
the Chinese restaurants, which abound 
in the vicinity.

Dr. E. L. Stewart, éxpert bac- 
teriologist, testified this afternoon that 
he sold Dr. Hyde six cultures Nov. 10, 
one of which was supposed to be dip- 
theria. On Dec. 27, he said, he saw the 
tube in Hyde’s office, and noted that 
half its contents had been removed. He 
noted alsé tha: it did not:look like a 
diptheria culture, and submitted it to a 
microscopic test which showed it con- 
tained pus germs. 

Dr. Stewart had made a mistake in 
selling the culture. 

Previous testimony has shown that 
Margaret became ill of typhoid Dec. 1, 
and that Dr. Hyde gave her a hypo+ 
dérmic injection Dec. 12, which caused 
her arm to swell to twice. its usual size. 

“What would be the résult of injecting 
pus germs hypodermically into an arm?” 
Dr. Stewart was asked. 

“It might cause an abscess or the in- 
fection might break out m different 
parts of the body.” 

Earifer in the’ day a capsule contain- 
ing strychnine and cyanide of potas- 
sium was exhibited to the jury. It was 
with such a capsule, the State charges, 
that Hyde killed Col. Swope, for whose 
death he is on trial, and Chrisman 
Swope, for whose death he is under in- 
dictment. 

It is charged by the State that Hyde 
put the poison in a box -containing the 
Hollenden capsules and that both Col. 
Swope and Chrisman were killed with 
them. 

The capsules were prepared at Conk- 
ling’s: request by Hugo Brecklein, -a 
ruggist from whom Hyde bought cyan- 
ide and glass tubes containing culture 
media. They were exhibited to the jury 
after Brecklein and his clerks had spent 
the morning telling about the purchases, 
and declared that the cyanide had no 
medicinal properties. They had never 
sold it to.-any other physician; they 
said. Hollenden capsules are a proprie- 
tary preparation, put up in only one 
size—three grains. But owirg to the 
greater weight of the poison, a capsule 
of the same size would hold five grains 
of cyanide and one grain of strychnine, 
Breckiein said—a fatal dose of each. 

After this Dr. E. L. Stewart, a bac- 
teriologist, took the stand to tell how 
Dr. Hyde bought typhoid and diphtheria 
bacteria from him. Dr. Hyde is under 
eight indictments for poisoning mem- 
bers of the. Swope household with 
germs. 

Dr. Stewart explained that culture 
media are numbered and that certain 
media are more Hable to certain bac- 
teria or germs than are others. . Dr. 
Hyde told Dr. Stewart, according to 
the’ witness, that he was thinking of 
starting a *mall bacteriological lab- 
ratory in his office, and a week or so 
later on Nov. 10, took six tubes of 
the media to Dr. Stewart's office, to 
get some germs. 

‘What germs did he buy?’ asked John 
H. Atwood, who is the State’s lawyer. 
most familiar with the technical medical 
questions in the case, and who exam- 
ihed Stewart. 

“Three were pus germs and the others 
were typhoid,” said S‘ewart. 

The noon recess here interrupted the 
testimony. 

Miss Ada Hoever, a bookkeener and 
pharmacist in Hugo Brecklein’s drug- 
store, was the first witness this morn- 
ing at the trial, She had 4 
daybook for 1909, used when Breck- 
lein was in the Rialto building at 
Ninth street and Grand avenue. Fire 
of unknown origin destroyed the 
place last December after the inves- 
tigation of the Swope case began, 
but the records were not lost. Miss 
Hoover told of purchases by Dr. 
Hyde of cyanide of potassium and 
germ cultures. Summarizea, they 
wer as follows, according to her. 

‘Sept. 13, 199, four grain capsules 
of cyanide of potassium. 

Sept. 14, two dozen five-grain Hol- 
lenden capsules (a digestive medi- 
cine resembling the cyanide, which 
wak put into capsules with strych- 
nine, according to the State's conten- 
tion.) 

Sept. 19, two dozen codine tablets. 

Dec. 3, six five-grain cupeane cyan- 
ide potassium. 

Oct. 2, two-quart bottle of whisky. | 

Oct. 16, one huridred Bernays white 
tablets, a poisonous antiseptic for 
external use. 

Nov. li, two dozen tubes culture 
media No. 4, One dozen No. 8, eight 
No. %. 

Nov. 16, two dozen culture media 
No. 1, two dozen No. 11, four of an- 
other culture, not designated.

FORGERY, FREED

Hand, as private secretary to Judge 
Luman F. Parker, head of the law 
department of the Frisco Railroad, w 
entrusted with the handiing of vouch- 
ers in settlement of claims. Whenever 
a claimant settled with the company for 
damages, the voucher and check for 
the amount would be given by Hand to 
the claimant, after Hand had first taken 
a receipt for the amount from the per- 
son receiving the money. 


Hand's method of obtaining money by 
forgery was to draw up a bogus re- 
ceipt and forge to it the signature of 
an attorney representing a claimant 
against the road. This would be done 
without the knowledge of either the at- 
torney or the client, who in some in- 
stances had no intention of compromis- 
ing with the railroad company. 


Hand forged the signature of C. A, 
Newton to a receipt for 34000. Newton 
was representing a Mrs. Mary King, 
who had sued the Frisco for $5000. The 
case was pending in court when Hand 
presented to the proper officials of the 
Frisco a receipt for $4000, purporting to 
have been signed by Newton, which rep- 
resented that Newton was willing to 
setile his client’s claim against the road 
for that amount. 

In return for the receipt, Hand re- 
ceived « voucher for $4000, to be given 
to Newton, which would entitle him to a 
check for that amount. Hand took the 
voucher, forged Newton's indorsement 
to it, and cashed the check after he 
had forged Newton’s indorsement to 
that. Then he took the check to his 
bank and applied it to his own account.

Didn’t Like to Milk.

* "The railroad business is good in all 
lines ‘except coal, and the slack ship- 
ment of coal is due to the strike. The 
Illinois Central is doing a fine business 
in St. Louis and I appreciate it.

At a special meeting of a joint commit- 
tee of the Municipal Assembly, Friday 
afternoon, councilmen and delegates will 
hear the offer of Leo J. Scherer to give 
the city a large cash bonus and a right 
of way for the east railroad approach 


of the free bridge, as a consideration 
for deflecting the structure to a point 
near the Boismenue tract in East St. 
Louis. 

President Gundlach of tne City Council 
ahd chairman of the special committee, 
to whom Scherer submitted his proposi- 
tion, says he wil! not disclose the de- 
tails of the offer until after Friday’s 
meeting, but he deciares that acceptance 
bf the proposal will save the city a 
large sum of money and reduce the defi- 
cit, to meet which additional bonds will 
have to be issued. 

Scherer represents a syndicate that is 
eager to develop the Boismenue prop- 
erty as a manufacturing and railroad 
territory. To have the appréach of the 
bridge terminate near the tract, he has 
told members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly, would greatly enhance the value 
of the acreage. 

Several councilmen and delegates are 
opposed to any agreement that will pre- 
vent the building of more than one rail- 
road approach on the East Side. Unless 
Scherer and his principals are willing to 
give their land and money without any 
other condition. @éxcept the construction 
of one approach to the Boismenue tract, 
the proposition will be rejected. 

The Real Estate Exchange and other 
organizations which have been conspicu- 
ous in the fight for the free bridge, have 
decided to demand the purchase of land 
for the east railroad approach, notwith- 
standing Mayor Kreismann’s statement 
that the city administration will under- 
take no further expenditures until more 
money is available. 

Mayor Kreismann has indicated 
that a further issue of $2,500,000 
worth of bonds will be needed to 
complete the bridge with highway 
railroad approaches. This sum he in- 
tends asking the people to vote for in 
October. A bill calling a special elec- 
tion at that time was to have been 
introduced in the House of Delegates 
by Speaker Rombauer this week, but 
the administration is awaiting the 
vutcome of the Scherer offer. 

It is estimated by the administration 
that it will take $1,600,000 more to com- 
plete the bridge and $1,000,000 more to 
extend the north and south approaches 
on the west side. 

At the request of President A. O. 
Rule of the Real Estate Exchange 
Councilman Drew has presented to 
the Municipal Assembly a bill for the 
acquisition of land for the east rail- 
road approach, This bill was drawn 
by Former City Counselor Ben 
Sehnurmacher, attorney for the Ex- 
change.. 

It proposes to acquire a strip 100 
feet. wide from a point 2400 feet east 
of the river to Twenty-ninth street 
and Illinois avenue in East S%. Louis. 
When introduced in the Council last 
December a similar bill promptly was 
killed on the motion of Councilman 
Schneiderhahn without even having 
received a second reading.
